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HISTORY OF THE ‘SUFFRAGE 


By. SYLVIA PANKHURST. XVII.—Some Improvement in the ‘Status of Women,

~ successful labour a Women’s Suffrage Bill had passed a 
second. reading in 1886.

| measure had become law a violent agitation, lasting over 
many months, had been carried on. This had culminated 
in the prosecution of Mr. W. T.*Stead, who had pub- 
-lished a series of articles in the ‘‘ Pall-Mall peta 
dealing: with the revelations of a ‘‘ Secret Commission ”’ 
of inquiry into alleged abuses. As a result of the trial, 
-which lasted three weeks, Mr. Stead was sent to prison - 
as a first-class misdemeanant for three months, but
